WASTE DISCHARGE REQUIREMENTS FOR:

SHELL OIL COMPANY
2001 DECOTO ROAD
UNION CITY, ALAMEDA COUNTY

The California Regional Water Quality Control Board, San
Francisco Bay Region, (hereinafter called the Board), finds
that:

1. The Shell oil Company (hereinafter called the discharger)
operates a retail fuel service station located at 2001 Decoto
Road, Union city, California. By application dated August
10, 1987, the discharger has applied for issuance of waste
discharge requirements and a permit to discharge waste under
the National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES).

2. Investigation shows that the groundwater beneath the site
and an adjacent lot has been polluted by floating product and
dissolved constituents, inclUding benzene, toluene, xylene,
and petroleum hydrocarbons. The pollution is the result of
the discharge of an unknown amount of fuel from underground
storage tanks on the site. As no catastrophic loss of fuel
has been identified through inventory records, it is assumed
that the discharge occurred over an unknown period of time
prior to June, 1986, when the tanks were removed from use.

3. Groundwater monitoring data indicates that the extent of
the pollution has not yet been determined. Further
hydrogeologic investigation is needed to fully define the
extent of the polll~ion.

4. The discharger seeks to remediate and prevent further
migration of pollutants by groundwater extraction and
treatment. The treatment system is designed to initiate
cleanup while the discharger continues the subsurface
investigation. Data collected during the first 30 days of
system performance will be used to evaluate the effectiveness
of the pump and treat system. A report describing this
performance evaluation will be submitted within 90 days of
system startup, and will include a work plan for additional
hydrogeologic investigation. Additional groundwater
extraction may be necessary to fully control and cleanup the
